WHEN IN DOUBT, VOTE NO 


The Record-Herald has been requested by a 
number of people to analyze the proposed consti- 
tutional amendments which are on the ballot and 
to be voted on at the election which is to be held 
on Tuesday next. The task requested is a large 
one. The Record-Herald would like to see some 
of them carried. but the large majority of the 
measures are vicious and should not be injected 
into the state constitution. 

Therefore the best advice to our readers would 
be that where the voter has any doubt as to the 
meaning or intent of the proposed amendment 
he or she should vote No. Usually the vote on 
constitutional amendments jis very light for the 
reason that the people do not understand them. 
but in most instanees you will not be far wrong 


if you stamp a cross after the word No on the 
ballot.

No memorial to Mrs. Woodrow Wilson more 
appropriate than the suggested block of sanitary 
houses in the slum district could be erected at 
Washington by the women of the United States.
